DRAFT CRUSADE. 
IS WELL IN HAND. 


Prospects of Serious Disturbances on 
Tuesday Grow Dimmer. 


(BY A. P, NIGHT WIRE.) 


ASHINGTON, June 1.—De- 
partment of Justice officials 
are of the opinion that the 
situation with respect to the draft 
army registration Tuesday is well in 
hand, that there will be no really 
serious disturbances, and that the 
nation will wake up Wednesday to 
find that outbursts have been spo- 
radic and not the result of a gen- 
eral feeling against the law. 

It was pointed out at the depart- 
ment tonight that more than 198,- 
000,000 men are required to regis- 
ter under the law, and that it would 
be surprising indeed ‘if such a day 
were to pass off without incident, as

Atty.-Gen. Gregory's orders had 
caused the arrest of about thirty 
persons up to today in connection 
with antidraft p ~»-aganda.

ANTI-INJUNCTION BILL. 


Measure Pushed by Union Laborites Fails to Become 
Law When it Does not Receive Governor's Signature. 
Seven Hundred and Ninety-four Acts Placed on Stat- 
ute Books by Legislature and Executive. :

ACRAMENTO, 1.—Gov. 
Stephens announced the sign- 
ing of fifty-three bills late to- 

night, making 794 measures passed 
by the last Legislature to receive 
his approval. This surpassed the 
record of Gov, Johnson two years 
ago, when 771 ‘measures became 
laws. About 250 bills still remained 
to receive the Governor's considera~ 
tion before midnight, after which 
those not signed will be victims of 
the pocket veto. Among the bills on 
the doubtful list were the anti-in- 
junction, market commission and 
anti-trading stamp measures and 
the Polsley and Gebhart reclama- 
tion bills, 
LAND SETTLEMENT. 

The State land settlement or 
colonization bill, by Senator Breed, 
was among those sign tonight. 
This appropriates $200, for the 
purchase of 10,000 acres for coloniza- 
tien under State auspices. The real 
estate bill regulating this business, 
creating the office of real estate com- 
missioner and providing for exam- 
ination and licensing of agents also 
became a law, as did the bill reguiat- 
ing use of public towels and three 
insurance measures prohibiting re- 
bates, requiring licensing of brokers 
and establishing qualifications for 
agents. 

The appropriation of $100,000 for 
a new State printing plant was ap- 
proved and also the appropriation of 
$30,000 for construction of an agri- 
cultural] exhibit building at the State 
fair grounds to replace the one 
which was destroyed by fire during 
the last fair. The weights and meas- 
ures act, designed to improve on the 
former law on thie subject and in- 
creasing the salary of the State 


. | Superintendent of Weights and Meas- 


ures, was another bill signed. The 
Glenn and Stanislaus county govern- 
ment bille were approved. 

Among important bills to become 
laws last night and today, are the 
Hotel Regulation Act, providing 
there ehall be no inside roome in 
hotels, the Dwelling-house and the 
Tenement-house Act. The latter

tion bill, designed to prevent boards 
of supervisors from arbitrarily im- 
posing big tax rates, by prohibiting 
them from increasing the tax rate 
more-than 6 per cent. over the rate 
of the previous year, also was &p- 
proved, as was that providing & 
State bureau of criminal identifica- 
tion. . This will consist of three 
persons, a Chief of Police, a Sheriff 
and a District Attorney, to serve for 
four years. The bureau will keep 
a record of photographs, finger- 
prints and other means of criminal 
identification. For the work of the 
bureau, $36,000 is appropriated. 
FOR CRIMINALS. 

Under the provisions of the 
criminal identification bureau law 
newspapers will be prohibited from 
using photographs of criminals or 
escaped convicts. 

Establishment by municipalities 
of zones in which the use of prop- 
erty may be restricted, thus afford- 
ing machinery by which cities can 
keep factories out of certain dis- 
tricts, is provided in a Senate bill 
approved today. Another law pro- 
vides for establishment of set- 
back lines on public property fac- 
ing a street or thoroughfare, and 
prohibits erection of buildings over 
these lines. 

ESTABLISH BOUNDARY. 

The boundary between Mendocine

Twenty-one known deaths, in-

Coalgate, Okla, the county seat of 
Coal county, a town of 3600 inhabi- 
tants, reported thirteen deaths, 100 
persons injured, and the entire west- 
ern portion of the town blown away.

The names of the d:ad were 
unobtainable, but it was said half of 
them were negro miners. 

The extent of the tornado's work 
at Coffeyville, Kan., was not known 
tonight. The only report of any 
substance gotten out of there before 
all communication was cut off was 
that 200 houses beeu demol- 
ished. It is feared pumerous 
deaths have occurred. ms 

CHILDREN SAVED. 

Drake, Okla., suffered five deaths 
and the destruction of two resi- 
dences and the schoolhouse.

FRENCHMAN BAGS 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. FP.) 

PARIS, June 1, 2:18 p.m.—Capt 
George Guynemer, most famous of 
all the French aviators, has brought 
down five more German airplanes, 
two of them in one minute. The cap- 
tain now is credited officially with 
having destroyed forty-three enemy 
machines. Between May 17 and May 
$i, the French airmen brought 
down thirty-two German machines 
and fifty-seven others are believed 
to have fallen to earth behind the 
German lines. The following official 
account of aerial activities was given 
out today: 

“In the period between May 17 
and May 31, thirty-two German ma- 
chines were destroyed on our front 
during combats in addition to fifty- 
‘seven others which were damaged 
seriously and probably crashed to 
earth within the enemy lines.’ Capt. 
Guynemer brought down five ma- 
chines, four of them on the same 
dey. Two of these airplanes were 
felled tm one minute, which is per- 
hape the first time in the war that 
such a thing has been accomplished.”

PARIS, June 1.—In attacks north 
of Moulin de Laffaux, northeast of 
Soissons, the Germans today occu- 
pied elements of French advanced 
trenches, but later were expelled 
from most of them, according to the 
official communication tonight. The 
communication says: 

“North of Moulin de Laffaux the 
Germans, after a violent bombard- 
ment, started an attack in the course 
of which they succeeded in gaining 
a foothold in some portions of our 
trenches. Our counter- 
attacks succeeded in the afternoon 
in throwing back the enemy from 
most of the elements they had/ oc- 
cupied. Cannonading continues 
rather violent in the entire region. 

“Several attempts against our po- 
sitions on Hill 304 (Verdun sector) 
were repulsed by our fire. The ene- 
my sustained heavy losses and 
gained no advantage. 

“On the rest of the front intermit- 
tent cannonading was reported. 

“Aviation: Our special cannon 
brought down today two German 
airplanes, which fell inside the Ger- 
man lines. 

“Army of the Orient, May 31: The 
British carried out a raid in the re- 
gion of Karacteli. There has been 
some fighting between the advanced 
posts in the direction of Ljumnica 
(Lymnitsa.) Considerable air raid- 
ing activity has prevailed by both 
sides. 

“The enemy's airplanes dropped 
bombs on Florina and Bukove. Brit- 
ish airplanes have successfully 
bombed enemy camps near Bog- 
danci.” 

CAPTURES BY BRITISH. 
(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 

LONDON, June 1.—During May 
the British forees in France cap- 
tured 3412 Germans, says the official 
statement from British headquarters 
issued tonight. There has been in- 
creased artillery activity on both 
banks of the Scarpe, on the Arras 
front and in the Ypres sector. The 
statement says: 

“During May we captured in op- 
erations in the battle area and in 
raids and minor operations on other 
portions of the front 3412 German 
prisoners, including sixty-eight offi- 
cers. We also took one German field 
gun, eighty machine guns and twen- 
ty-one trench mortars. 

“A hostile raiding party was driv- 
en off early this morning northwest 
of Boursies on the Bapaume-Cam- 
brai road. A y of our troops en- 
tered the ene positions south of | 
Ypres and successfully bombed a 
number of occupied dugouts. 

“There was considerable artillery 
activity by both sides southeast af 
Epehy, on both banks of the Scarpe 
and in the Ypres sector. 

“On Wednesday night many long- 
distance bombing raids were carried 
out by our airplanes with good re- 
sults against hostile ammunition de- 
pots and railroad stations. In the 
alr figh yesterday two German 
airplanes Were brought down and 
one other hostile machine was driv- 
en down out of control. None of 
our machines is Missing.” 

During April, according to an offi- 
cial statement issued in London on 
May 1, the British troops in France 
captured 19,343 German prisoners, 
including 393 officers, 257 guns and 
howitzers, 227 trench mortars and 
470 machine guns. 

AUSTRIANS REPULSED. | 
[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 

ROME, June 1 (via London.)— 
Violent efforts were made by the 
Austrians last night to regain some 
of the ground they recently lost in 
the Italian offensive. The Austrian 
masses attacking in the Vodice area 
were firmly met ‘and the attack 
failed completely, the War Office 
announced today. 

“Considerable artillery activity de- 
veloped in the northern sector of 
the Carso and on the line fro 
Gorizia to Plava,.” says the officia 
report. “In the Vodice area last 
night numerous bodies of troops of 
the enemy made a violent attack 
upon our positions on Hills Nos. 592 
and 652. The attack, prepared by 
artillery fire and carried out with 
stubbornness, failed completely ow- 
ing to the firm resistance of our 
troops and the well-directed fire of 
our batteries, which dispersed the 
enemy's massed reinforcements. The 
enemy suffered severe losses and 
left eighty-three prisoners, inciud- 
ing three officers, in our hands. 

“There were minor encounters, 
favorable to us, between our ad- 
vanced posts and enemy recon- 
noitering parties in the Posini Val- 
ley and at the head of the stream. 

“Last night enemy aircraft made 
a raid on Udine and Cervignamo, 
dropping incendiary bombs. Our 
anti-aircraft guns put them to 
flight. Very slight damage was done. 
One civilian was wounded. 

“Our machines in response suc- 
cessfully bombed military works at 
Barcola, north of Trieste, and re- 
turned safely.”

SUBMARINES 
IN COLLISION. 


British and German U-boats 
in an Undersea Smash. 
Germans Promise Safety to 
Neutral Vessels July 1. 


Three American Ships are 
Sunk by the Germans, 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLZ AND A. P.} 

AMSTERDAM (via London) June 
1.—A collision under water between 
& British submarine and a German 
U-boat is reported by the Rhein- 
ische West-Falische Zeitung of Es- 
sen, which describes the incident as 
unprecedented. The paper states 
that the collision took place “in 
the channel” April 19, and declares 
that a German submarine. while 
submerged,-rammed a British sub- 
marine and that the British boat 
then emerged, bringing up the Ger- 


man lying across the bow of the 
British vessel. 


The German vessel slid off tnto 
the water and both vessels started 
their engines, and when separated 
by fifty yards both dived. The com- 
mander of the German did not see 
the British submarine again. 

The paper asserts that both snub- 
marines Were anxious to fight. but 
that it was impossible under the 
circumstances. 

SAFETY FOR VESSELS. 
[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 
LONDON, June 1.—The German 


! Admiralty has promised a safe pas- 


sage through the barred zone to all 
neutral vessels in English ports on 


00 | July 1, provided they carry distine- 


tive signs and follow indicated 
routes, according to a Reuter dis- 
patch from Berlin. The announce- 
ment reiterates that England had 
prevented the sailing of neutral ves- 
sela from British ports on dates 
fixed by the German Admiralty as 
safe, thus hampering the supply of 
food to neutral countries. 

German assurances of safe con- 
duct to Swedish and Norwegian 
steamers in British ports on July 1 
Were announced on May 39. 

ATTACK AMERICAN SHIPS. 

The American sailing ship Frances 
M. was attacked by gunfire on the 
morning of May 18, according to a 
report from Cadiz given ovt today 
by the Admiralty. All the members 
of the crew are at Cadiz. 

The Admiralty reports that the 
American sailing vessel Barbara was 


.| attacked by gunfire of a German sub- 


marine at 7 o'clock on the morning 
of May 24. All the members of the 
crew were landed at Gibraltar. 

The American sailing ship Dirigo, 
3005 tons, has been sunk bv a Ger- 
man submarine. The crew has 
landed with the exception of John 
Ray, third mate, who was drowned 
when the small boats were being 
launched. 

A statement issued by the British 
Admiralty says that the Dirigo was 
attacked by gunfire by a German 
submarine, which gave no warning. 
The vessel was subsequently sunk by 
bombs after it had been ransacked 
by the crew of the submarine. The 
sinking occurred May %1 and the 
crew was landed at Plymouth. 

The Dirigo was attacked at 7 
o'clock in the morning. The weather 
was fine, although hazy. The men 
were rescued before 9 o'clock. Jo- 
seph G. Stephens, American Consu! 
at Plymouth, is caring for the sur- 
vivora. 

BIG TRANSPORT STANDED.

CALL FOR GERMAN POET. 


Public Wants Shakespeare Trans- 
lated Correctly. 
[& P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE 

WEIMAR (Germany) April 17.— 
A call for a German poet who would 
give Germany a lasting and correct 
rendering of Shakespeare was made 
here at the annual meeting of the 
German Shakespeare Society. Coun- 
cillor Martersteig. director of the 
Leipzig Theater, made the plea. He 
lamented the absence of good trans- 
lations of Shakespeare in Germany 
and said that he hoped that after 
the war a German rendering of 
Bhakespeare’s work would be  al- 
lewed to illuminate the German 
stage as before. as the irresistible 
German spirit could not endure to 
be fed on Shakespeare duting the 
war.

PRESS MEXICO 
TO PAY CLAIMS 


Foreigners Ask Reimburse- 
ment for Their Losses. 


Carranza may Declare Rivals’ 
Debts Illegal. 


Americans Make List of One 
Billion Dollars. 


CORRESPONDENCE 

MONTEREY (Mex.) May 20.—Ac- 
cording to advices received here 
from the City of Mexico, the new 
constitutional government is begin- 
ning to be pressed by some of the 
foreign claimants for reimbursement 
of losses that they sustained during 
the various revolutionary periods. 
Legal representatives of several large 
American concerns that have heavy 
investments in this country which 
were either destroyed or badly dam- 
as a result of depredations 
committed upon them by revolution- 
ary bands, are now in the capital for 
the purpose of learning if possible 
what plans President Venustiano 
Carranza may have for arriving at a 
disposition of their respective 
claims. Some intricate problems are 
said to be involved in the matter of 
determining what claims shall be 
considered legal and binding against 
the existing government and which 
are subject to disallowance. The 
question has been raised that only 
such damage as was inflicted by the 
Carranza forces during the revolu- 
tion shall be regarded as legal or at 
least as those for which the present 
government shall be held responsible. 
If this policy is adopted it will mean 
the setting aside of many millions 
of dollars of claims for property 
losses and damage that were com- 
mitted at the hands of the forces un- 
der the late Francisco L. Madero, the 
late Victoriano Huerta, the 
Pascual Orozco and the still present 
and active Francisco Villa, to say 
nothing of the millions: of dollars 
worth of property belonging to Span- 
ish sugar planters in the State of 
Morelos that for the last seven 
years has been under the control of 
the wily revolutionist or bandit, 
Emiliano Zapata. This is q question, 
however, that will probably be gov- 
erned by international law when the 
time comes for final ajudication of 
the claims. : 

BACK TO POSTS. 

Now that most of the American 
consuls have returned to their posts 
of duty in Mexico, they are revising 
and compiling as near complete lists 
as possible of the claims of men and 
intereste of that nationality against 
the Mexican government. While 
there has been no summing up of 
these claims as yet, it is unofficially 
stated that they will In the aggregate 
amount to more than $1,000,000,000. 
The claims of the British subjects 
and interests in Mexico emount to 
about $300,000,000, those of 
about $200,.000,000, those of Ger- 


Spain and other countries of leaser 
investments, about $200,000,000. 
Some idea of the magnitude of some 
of the claims may be had when it 
is stated that the minority stock- 
holders of the National Raliways of 
/Mexico have already prepared & 
claim against the government of 
more than $150,000,000 for damage 
done that property in the way of de- 
struction of bridges, railway stations, 
shops, rolling stock and iong 
stretches of track. The Southern 
Pacific Railroad of Mexico, which 
has operated its trains only in- 
termittently during the last several! 
years due to the destructive tactics 
that were employed by revolutionary 
bands along its line all the way from 
Nogales to Tepic, claims damage to 
the amount of $20,000,000 against 
the government, The Kansas city. 
Mexico.and Orient has. prepared a 
bill arreanting to about $6,000,000 
and the claim of the Mexico North- 
western Railroad, which has per- 
haps suffered more heavily than any 
other line of the same mileage in the 
country, aggregates more than $15,- 
000,000. This road is owned by 
British interests. 

The British minority stockholders 
of the Interoceanic Railroad and 
the Vera Cruz-Isthmus line are ask- 
ing recompense at the hands of the 
government amounting to more 
than $20,000,000. The Mexican (Vera 
Cruz) Railroad, which was one of 
the first lines to be built in this 
country, and is widely known as the 
“Queen's own,” because of its Brit- 
ish ownership, has suffered physical 
losses during the revolutionary pe- 
riod amounting to more than $25.- 
000,000. This was the only road in 
Mexico that o fts own sleep- 
ine cars. They were of the English 
type, and when Pullman service to 
this country was stopped because of 
the dangerous situation, the English 
sleepers were placed in operation 
upon various other railroads. The 
Pullman company also has a bill of 
damage against the government 
amounting to more than $5,000,000. 
MAY FORECLOSE. 

The Carranza government is now 
threatening the foreclosure of the 
concessions that are held by the 
Southern Pacific Railroad of Mexico 
and the Kaneas City. Mexico and 
Orient, for alieged failure to comply 
with the provisions of the contract 
that they had with the government 
for the completion of the construc- 
tion of their respective lines within 
a given time. Besides these larger 
claims many millions of dollars of 
losses Were inflicted upon mining 
properties and various other indus- 
trial enterprises. There is hardly an 
important mine in the country that 
has not charged to the government 
a heavy bill for damages. 

Besides these losses that were in- 
eurred to property interests. there 
have been killed several hundred 


ration from the government in oa. 
trol of Mexican affairs. How heavy 
these claims will be there is. no 
means of knowing at this time. It is 
stated by consular representatives, 
however, that indemnity will be 
asked for the lives of more than 166 
Americans who were killed in vari- 
ous parts of the country during the 
turbulent period. Besides these there 
have been many Spaniards. a few 
Britishers and perhaps 200 or 3060 
Chinamen killed during the civil 
war times. It will be remembered 
that during the Madero revolution 
200 Chinamen were slaughtered in 
Torreon in an attack upon that city 
by the revolutionists. When Madero 
came into power he paid a claim of 
$2,000,000 to China for the massacre 
of these men. 

Just how the multitude of claims 


of the various governments against

Mexico will be considered and finally 
disposed of has not yet been deter- 
mined. It i» thought, however, that 
a court of claims to be composed 
as near as possible of nonpartisan 
men will be appointed by all gov- 
ernments interested, and that any 
disputes that may have arisen over 
the legality or authenticity of the 
claims will be heard and acted up- 
on by this court. 
THEIR HOPES. 


The high officials of the Mexican 
government, including President 
Carranza, are in hopes that the 
United States, while it te distribut- 
ing ite war fonds, will not over- 
look the distressed condition of their 
financial affairs. according te the 
statements of recent arrivals here 
from the City of Mexico. As a mat- 
ter of fact, unless financial relief 
comes to this country from that only 
available source, it ts difficult to say 
what will be the outcome of the 
present si@vation. Besides the enor- 
mous debt that has been settled up- 
on this country as a result of the 
ruthless destruction of property, 
the tleing up of railroad traffic, the 
shutting down of mines and other 
industries, the putting into circula- 
tlon of enormous quantities of al- 
most worthless war currency which 
has brought bankruptcy to mars 
mercantile and other business inter- 
ests, the government and people are 
facing the identical same problems 
that existed at the time the late 
President Porfirio Diaz was ousted 
from power. Notwithstanding all of 
the talks of reform that have been 
made by every revolutionary leader, 
tineluding Carranza, nothing of mo- 
ment has been done in the matter 
of inaugurating changes in the op- 
eration of government matters that 
would bring benefit to the public. 


DOCTORS FOR SERVICE. 
French Enroliment Fails to Hurt 
Medical Plans. 
[A P. POREIGN CORRESPONDENCE 

LONDON, May 7.—Enroliment of 
doctors for service in France, made 
necessary by the War Departmeni's 
decision not to send home so many 
wounded, owing to the torpedoing 
of hospital ships, is proceeding with- 
out greatly disturbing the medical 
arrangements in this country. P1i- 
vate practices will not be seriously 
impaired. Equipment and personnel 
of private and semi-private hospitals 
opened for the wounded will not be 
interfered with, and though some 
economies of staff will be effected in 
the large public hospitals, their ef- 
ficiency, it is said. will not be im- 
paired, as the military authorities 
do not expect to take many men 
from them. 

The method volunteering for serv- 
ice in France ts simple. If a doc- 
tor is prepared to accept a commis- 
sion for immediate service he situs 
a contract form which the local re- 
crulting officer will provide, and he 
will be ready to join the colors at 
forty-eight hours’ notice. 

Tf a doctor receives a call and 
feels that he cannot go. he must 
lodge an appeal. which will be con- 
sidered by the Central Medical War 
Committee, which will pay attention 
to any claim he may urge that his 
practice is necessary for the local 
civilian population. He will not he 
called up till his case has been de- 
cided. 

Medical men over military age and 
even retired doctors are expected to 
volunteer to take the places of 
younger men called up. 


OUR AMERICAN RAISIN.

INCOME TAX CHANGE. 


An amendment to the income tax 
section written into the bill today 
woulé repeal the provision of the 
Underwood Act.of 1913, providing 
for collection of income taxes at

As @ substitute for the present 
requirement of collection at the

Emil Level, food commissioner 
for the permanent French mission 
here, has presented to Mr. Hoover 
France's grain needs for the next 
year. His country, he said, would 
require about 160,000,000 bushels of 
grain, as much of it wheat as can 
be supplied. The French do not eat 
cornbread, but are now mixing a 
heavy percentage of corn meal with 
their wheat flour in milling. Then 
are milling 85 per cent. of the whole 
wheat kernel. 

Allied food purchases are now co- 
ordinated in London by a commis- 
sion of food executives representing 
Engiand, France and Italy. The ap- 
portionment is worked out ‘in Lon- 
den, and each of the executives 
buys here direct.

LANSING DENIES 
REPORT OF LOAN 


No Millions for Carranza, 
Says Secretary.

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF' 
THE TIMES, June 1.—Secretary 
of State Lansing in a letter to Rep- 
resentative George Holden Tinkham 
of Massachusetts today denied that 
the United States contemplates the 
regotiation of a loan to the de jure 
government of Mexico. Secretary 
Lansing’s letter to the Boston Rep- 
resentative was in reply to one in 
which it was stated that the cur- 
rent report credited a loan ef from 
$50,000,000 to $100,000,000 to the 
Carranza government. in his letter 
to the Secretary of State, the Bos- 
ton member deplored such a possi- 
bility “most profoundly,” further 
Stating that, while realizing that 
“thig is a matter about which Con- 
gress probably will not be con- 
sulted,” Mr. Tinkham expressed hope 
that “the legislative branch of the 
government may receive an intima- 
tion of the policy to be followed 
‘and the reasons determining 
adoption.” 

Accompanying Mr. Tinkham's let- 
ters were excerpts from the new 
Mexican Constitution, quoted to sub- 
stantiate his belief that the making 
or encouraging of such a iloar 
“would simply mean that the United 
States had at last reconciled itself 
to indorse a programme of social, 
economic and religioug persecution 
forced upon a neighborly people 
which it is unthinkable would be 
proposed or tolerated at home.” 

TINKHAM’S LETTER. 

Mr, Tinkham’s letter to Secretary 
Lansing was as follows: “I respect- 
fully request to be informed wheth- 
er it is proposed, or even considered 
remotely possible, that a loan be 
made to the dw jure government of 
Mexico by the United States gov- 
ernment, or by bankers in the United 
States, with encouragement or upon 


guaranty emanating from the 
United States government. 
“Members oof Congress have 


learned that a certain amount of 
discussion is engaged in in this mat- 
ter by newspaper men and others. 
The report now current involves a 
payment from $50,000,000 to $100,- 
000,000 by the United States to Mex- 
—_ or by American bankers to Mex- 


“T realize that this is a matter 
about which the Congress probably 
will not be consulted; yet, although 
the matter lies wholly within the 
discretion of the executive, !t may— 
even in these times—be permitted 
that the legislative branch of the 
government reeelve an intimation of 
the policy to be followed and the 
reasons determining its addéption. 
What is more, I am hopeful that in 
so important a matter the Depart- 
ments of State and of the Treasury 
would entertain the views of a mem- ' 
ber of Congress, should it appear 
that there were a basis of truth in 
the report to which I refer, in which 
case that member of Congress would 
feel it his clear duty to protest 
against such a plan. 

CALLS SITUATION GRAVE. 

“The gravity of the situation in 
Mexico is so great that I am iéd to 
speak with unreserved frankness and 
earnestness. I sincerely trust that 
the report is wholly without basis, 
as indeed one would expect if one 


considered only what has been the 
attitude of the de jure government 
of Mexico toward the policy of this 
government and what President Wil- 
son felt constrained to say to the 
Mexican Ambassador at the time of 
his official reception, April 17, as 
given by the official Mexican organ 
in the United States.

RARE MYTHOLOGICAL BED IS 


Home Now on Display at Barker

“When is a bed not a bed?” 

When it is the resting place of a 
Chinese grandee! According to our 
traditions and practice, that magnif- 
icent imperial bed, on exhibition at 
Barker Bros., would seem more like 
a shrine or pagoda than like a couch 
upon which to recline after a long 
day's work.

Officials is Weighty. 


Question of Jurisdiction is 
Taken Under Advisement. 
Felony Phase of the Actions 
_ Thought to be Serious. 


{ “In my present frame of mind, | 
ould uphold the jurisdiction of thie 
court. But that is not my final 
decision,” Judge Wilbur stated late 
yesterday afternoon at the conclu- 
sion of the arguments on the ac-

Treasurer Hunt and County Audi- 
tor Lewis. Because of the authori- 
ties cited and the important issues 
raised, the court took the cases un- 
der submission. 

At 10 o'clock this morning he will 
hear the application of Supervisor 
Norton for a writ of mandamus to 
compel County Auditor Lewis to ap- 
prove hig demand for his April salary 
at the present increased rate. At il 
o'clock Judge Wilbur will take up 
the other cases for the consideration 
of the questions discussed after the 
arguinent.

INSPECT NAVAL 
HOSPITAL METHODS. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—A civil- 
lan commission composed of Abra- 
ham Flexner of New York, Dr, Wil- 
ham H. Welch of Baltimore and Na- 
than Strauss of New York, will in- 
spect the naval hospital ship Solace 
and the navy’s method of treating 
sick sailors. 

Already Admiral Mayo is conduct- 
ing an investigation of charges of 
mistreatment contained in a round 
robin signed by several enlisted men 
who were patients on the Solace. 

The civilian commission con- 
ferred with Secretary Daniels today 
before going to inspect the naval! 
hospitals in the vicinity of the fleet 
rendezvous. 

They were told by the Secretary 
that the charges of improper treat-, 
ment of the men were being used 
to ferment a spirit of unpatriotic 
resistance to the registration law 
and that an immediate report was 
necessary. 

Admiral Mayo, @mmanding the 
fleet, has been ins@ucted to place a 
vessel at the commission's disposal! 
and afford them every opportunity 
to review thoroughly the navy's 
handling of its hospital and sanita- 
tion problems. 

Secretary Daniels said the only 
papers he had given the commis- 
sioners was a copy of a _ protest 
signed by patients on the Solace. 
The investigators have been asked 
to go into every branch of the Navy 
Medical Corps system, afloat or 
ashore, and make what recommen- 
dations their conclusions justify.

considerations from the German people. To 
do more would make them permanently 
embittered and plant seeds for another war 
as soon as they could make themselves

Pershing and Drought.

I happened to be in Columbus, 
N. M., the base of the expedition, 
when the emergency arose. A pri- 
vate soldier, crazed with border 
whisky, tried to break into a house 
on the edge of the town during the 
night. A woman stepped to the 
door and shot him through the head. 

Bright and early the next morn- 
ing the major in command of the 
base rode into town. He did not 
take the trouble of consulting the 
town officials. He called together 
three of the most substantial citi- 
zens. 

“By 4 o'clock today every place 
where liquor is sold must be 
closed,” said the major. “Also 
every drop of liquor in this place 
must be shipped out by that time. 
A provost. sergeant with a detail 
will patrol the town after that time 
and see that the orders have been 
carried out.” 

One of the citizens mentioned the 
law of the State of New Mexico, 
and another mumbled something 
about constitutional rights and per- 
sonal liberty. 

“I am familiar with the law and 
also with the Constitution,” replied 
the major. “As for the matter of 
personal liberty, I will say this: 
That somebody's personal liberty 
cost us one private soldier and that 
is too high a price to pay for such 
a trivial thing. Anybody disobey- 
ing this will be sent to the corral.” 

“But he has no authority to put a 
citizen of New Mexico in the stock- 
ade,” protested one of the citizens. 

“Maybe not,” said the most philo- 
sophical of the trio. “But I have 
a notion that he sure will do it. 
Let’s tell the boys to close up.” 

Columbus was dry by 4 o'clock, 
and remained in that condition un- 
til Gen. Pershing’s expedition was 
withdrawn. 

Pershine’s expedition was the 
dryest body of troops that ever 
marched. It traveled absolutely on 
the water wagon, and the going was 
hard.

THE WAR POWERS 
OF THE PRESIDENT. 
(CONTRIBUTED TO TFE TIMES] 
BY ROLAND G. USHER, 
Author of “Pan-Germaniem” and 
“The Challenge of the Future.” 
HERE has been much excitement 


Revolutionary War, the Civil War, 
the Spanish-American War, and is 
therefore no new phenomenon. The 
control of business in the interests 
of the general public by the govern- 
ment, of course, the ex- 
ercise by the Executive of powers of 
Tegulation which practically will 
permit the Executive, to interfere 
with the business of any iedividual 
—certainiy to limit the amount of 
profit he will make, probably to in- 
fluence his output, the price he gets 
for it, perhaps the sort of thing he 
makes. Even a blind man, how- 
ever, can see that this is necessary 
in the public interest, that the 
Executive in these cases is regulat- 
ing the business of each individual 
in the interest of all other individ- 
uals, and that each individual gets 
his share of the benefit from the 


which it is most difficult to explain 
to people is the type now before 
Congress in the bills proposing to 
limit in one way or another by Ex- 
ecutive action personal liberty ip 
regard to freedom of speech, of the 
press and of public meeting. This 
legislation will confer upon the Se- 
cret Service very extensive powers 
indeed, for the law upon espionage 
gives the Executive extensive dis- 
cretion in dealing with civilians 
while of course the men in the army 
will at once come under martial) 
law. 

Is all of Miis justifiable? Is it nec- 
essary? A considerable number of 
people are very sure it is not and 
claim we are trying to save democ- 
racy by going into the war and very 
effectively losing it in the process: 
that it is silly to think we are sav- 
ing democracy by a process which 
compels us to sacrifice it. 

It cannot be said too emphatically 
that this legislation is justifiable, that 
it is necessary and that we are not. 
in the least losing democracy. De- 
mocracy indeed consists not in any 
particular thing or privilege, but in 
the right to choose in the large 
sense; in the fact that what the 
nation does shall be done by men 
chosen freely by the nation itself, 
and responsible to it for what they 
do. If we choose ourselves through 
the medium of our representatives 
temporarily to limit our privileges 
that is itself the supreme exercise 
of democratic power and can cer- 
tainly be nothing else. If someone 
else did it for us that would not be 
democratic, but when we do it our- 
selves we are merely exercising the 
privilege which democracy creates, 
the right to decide what we shall 
do. is not doing a par- 
ticular thing, but the right to do it, 
if we choose, or not to do it, if there 
seems good reason to the contrary. 

The war powérs are justifiable be- 
cause the democracy we are trying 
to win is not merely freedom to do 
what each individual wishes to do 
tomorrow, but an attempt to insure 
the continuous freedom to do what 
we choose years on end, for genera- 
tions without an ending. We ad- 
visedly propose giving up doing 
something for a little while that 
we may be able to enjoy that par- 
ticular privilege and a_ thousand 
more of greater importance for an 
indefinite period. We forego the 
less that we may insure the greater. 
The vast majority of this commn- 
nity are very much determined to 
see the war won and to see it won 
as quickly as possible and as thor- 
oughly. The work cannot be well 
done except by means of certain 
machinery which the Executive must 
operate and which can be operated 
well only when the great bulk of the 
community cooperate in the work 
and when power is given to the prop- 
er authorities to deal promptly with 
people who interfere with the work, 
whoever they may be. It is idle to 
suppose that we can runh an auto- 
mobile on a road covered with glass 
and tacks. It is necessary to sweep 
away such obstacles before we start 
out and to keep the road clean as 
we continue operating.
